A NOVEL CHARLOTTE. 


Some fingers of stale bread. : 

1 pint lemon or raspberry jelly square. 

A tin of pineapple. 

About 1 gill of cream. 

Pour off the syrup from the fruit and 
make up to rather leek than 1 pint with 
water, and dissolve the jelly square in this, 
then pour a little into a wetted Charlotte 
Russe mould—or a clean deep cake tin that is 
not greasy, about 4 inch deep, and allow to 
set. 

Now dip the fingers of bread quickly into 
some jelly, and arrange them round the sides 
of the tin. Cut the pineapple into small 
cubes, and pour the jelly over them, stirr- 
ing frequently until cold, then put into the 
middle of the mould, place a thin round 
of bread on top and leave to set. 

To unmould—dip the mould in warm water 
and turn out carefully on to a fancy dish.

Now that their holidays are over, a good 
many women who were enthusiastic “ sun 
bathers’’ during the happy period are 
beginning to eye the shade of their skin 
with some disfavour. It is felt that what 
was quite fit and proper for torrid days by 
the shore is somewhat out of harmony with 
the colour scheme at home. 

Beware, dear lady, how you set about 
removing your holiday complexion! The 
skin is extremely tender under the sunburn, 
and serious discomfort may be caused by the 
application of too drastic a femedy. 

For both face and arms an almond emulsion 
is excellent. In conjunction “with it you could 
not do better than apply a lotion of calamine 
and witch hazel. Use the almond emulsion to 
bathe the skin several times a day, and then 
use calamine and witch hazel instead of 
powder, because the calamine will be un- 
dissolved, and the lotion must be allowed to 
dry upon the face. When using this lotion 
the bottle must be thoroughly shaken im- 
mediately before it is used. 

Cold cream to which a little lemon juice 
has been added, and well beaten in, is a good 
overnight recipe. 

This remedy is only when the sunburn has 
been on the face for some days, and should 
uct be used to a freshly-burned face. 


Lemon and Lard. 


Holiday hands are sure to be rough as well 
as burnt. The old-world cure, lard, will be 
found useful—especially if a few drops of 
lemon juice are added. Lemon juice is such 
an excellent aid for whitening the skin. The 
lard should be left on all night, so gloves 
must be worn. 

During the day, before washing the hands, 
rub them well over with a flesh brush. This 
will help to remove any loose particles if they 
are very rough. Immediately after washing, 
glycerine must be applied. If the hands are 
at all stained, a weak peroxide of hydrogen 
lotion should be used once or twice a day. 
[It will remove both the stains and the sun- 
burn, 

The bathing girl would be wise to have her 
hair shampooed by a hairdresser soon after 
her return home to make sure that all pos- 
sible trace of salt has been thoroughly re- 
moved. 

Tf there has been a great deal of ‘ sun 
bathing ” then probably the scalp will re- 
quire a greasy lotion, because the scalp itself 
may be, if not sunburnt, at least rather dried 
up. And the eyes will require to be well 
bathed with boracic lotion.

BREAD AND BUTTER MERINGUE 
PUDDING. 


Some thin slices of bread and 
breakfastcupful of stale white crumbs 
3 pint of milk,

Grease a round glass fireproof dish with 
butter and put a little jam on the bottom.

The con- 
dition to which the phrase is usually applied 
is the result of great distress or emotion, 
which places a strain on the system, aggra- 
vating a weakness of the heart into a serious 
illness. 

An eminent English medical authority says 
that in such circumstances no doctor can keep 
the patient alive, if the person has lost the 
desire to live. With the changed conditions 
of modern life, however, and the multiplicity 
of interests which crowd the daily existence 
of almost everybody, such a condition is be- 
coming more and more rare. 

“In fact,” said the eminent authority, “it 
can be safely stated that the girls of to-day, 
though they live to be old women, will never 
die of broken hearts.’’ 

‘““Women,”’ he added, “are becoming less 
emotional and less capable of very deep 
affection.

The Supply Board 
tendered for the current season at £205, The 
Chairman said they only asked for one 
season 's tender, as they would not bind the 
Council to three years; therefore the Supply

NORTHERN GAME RIGHTS. 

An important decision has been arrived at 
regarding the disposa! of the sporting rights 
over the tenanted land on the Ballycastle (Co. 
Antrim) estate. Under the Northern Ireland 
Land Act, 1925, the sporting rights are in the 
hands of the Land Purchase Commission, who 
can deal with them as it considers proper. 
Meetings of the tenants were held and 
negotiations entered into. In consequence of 
the tenants agreeing that the sporting rights 
should be given to Miss K. I. Boyd, owner of 
the estate, for her lifetime, the Commission 
has decided to execute a lease conveying to 
her these rights for the nominai sum of one 
shilling per annum, if demanded, and on the 
termination of the lease to give the sporting 
rights to the tenants free of charge and in 
such a manner as may then be decided upon. 


DANGEROUS DRIVING. 

What was described by Civic Guards as an 
exciting race between two ‘buses between 
Omeath and Dundalk Market square—a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles—had a sequel in the 
Dundalk District Court when Thomas 
McArdle and Ronald MclIlwraithe, the drivers 
of the ‘buses, were charged with driving to the 
danger of the public. An application was 
received from MclIlwraithe from an address in 
Northern Ireland, asking for an adjournment, 
but this was opposed by Superintendent 
O'Byrne. Sergeant Rahilly deposed to seeing 
a ‘bus coming past Bridge street Barrack 
from the Newry direction and a crowd of 
people cheering. The 'bus was passing Castle- 
town corner, the most dangerous corner in 
the town, at about thirty-five milés per hour, 
and it was closely followed by another, which 
was travelling just as fast. The two cars 
raced through the town at this speed, and in 
the course of the travel one of them killed 
a dog, and never stopped until the Market 
square was reached. The conductor of the 
one which arrived first shouted to the other 
that he should use a certain class of petrol. 
(Laughter.) There were cheers from the 
cccupants of the ‘bus which got in first. The 
mudguard and the side of one of the ‘buses 
was damaged as if both ‘buses had passed 
under a bridge together. | McArdle denied 
that he was racing on the occasion, and said 
that the "bus he was driving was not capable 
of the speed alleged.

In his annual report on the health of Bel- 
fast for the past year, Dr. Samuel Barron, 
Acting Medical Superintendent Officer of 
Healta, states that the birth-rate was 22.5 
per thousand of the population, a decrease of 
‘4. and the death-rate 14.0 per thousand, au 
increase of .4 per thousand. The number of 
cases of infectious diseases reported during 
the year was 2,717, an increase of 815 com- 
pared with the previous year. This was 
largely due to an increase in scarlet fever 
cases, and also in typhoid and paratyphoid 
fever cases. The incidence of diphtheria was 
high, and 628 cases were notified during the 
year. 446 persons died from cancer, and 63 
from influenza, while 125 persons died from 
violence 

INFANTILE MORTALITY. 

There were 960 deaths of children under 
one year, an infantile mortality rate of 103 
deaths per 1,000 births registered. In the 
preceding year the number registered was 
961. corresponding to a rate of 101 per 1,000 
births. This compares with an average of 70 
per 1,000 births for 107 English cities. '' This 
unsatisfactory condition of affairs,” Dr. 
Barron states, “calls for the adoption of 
measures which would prevent such unneces- 
sary waste of infant hfe, and I hope that 
such measures will be adopted in the future.” 

In his report, Dr. indtow Trimble, chief 
tuberculosis officer, advocates more intensive 
education of the people in matters of public 
and personal health, and in the prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis, and avoidance of 
infection; more open air schools for children, 
and the extension of accommodation for the 
treatment of children suffering from the non- 
pulmonary forms of tuberculosis. Also, he 
advocates the extension of medical benefits to 
insured persons in Northern Ireland on the 
same terms and conditions as at present od- 
taining in Great Britain, as they would be of 
enormous value to the community. 

MODERN TREATMENT. 

“In view of the increasing attention being 
naid to newer and more delicate laboratorv 
methods for the diagnosis of, and control of 
treatment in, tuberculosis, much useful work 
might be done along these Jines—or in the 
discovery and development of others—if the 
staff were adequately reinforced,’’ declares Dr. 
Trimble. “Tt is not enough to diagnose

REPUTED ORDER FOR 
SECOND WHALE SHIP. 
Ko 


Tt was reported last Saturday that an order 
for a large tanker for use in the Southern 
seas as a wha.ing factory had been placed 
wjth Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., 
shipbuilders, Belfast, by the Antarctic Whal- 
ing Co., Ltd., London. The vessel will have 
a dead weight capacity of about 22,000 tons, 
and, it is stated, will be delivered next 
August, The contract price was reported to 
be about £400,000. 

Inquiries at the head office of Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co. elicited the reply 
that they had no statement to make, and that 
they were unable to give any confirmation of 
the report. It will x remembered that the 
firm delivered in July last the steamship 
Kosmos, a large whaling factory of 20,000 
tons, which was built for Norwegian owners, 
ind now is operating in the Southern seas. 
This was the first vessel of the kind bailt at 
Belfast, and a feature of its construction 
was @ large opening in the stern of the vessel 
to enable ctatnved whales to be hauled on 
board direct into the factory. 


DIFFICULTIES ABOUT 
RELIGION. 


ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS TO 
YOUNG PEOPLE. 


A United Youth Service in connection with 
the Conference of Youth was held yesterday 
at Monkstown Church. The Archbishop of 
Dublin (the Most Rev. Dr. Gregg) preached 
the sermon in the presence of a large 
congregation, composed chiefly of young men 
and young women. A notable part by the 
rm gr, a Ae consisted of some companies of 
Girl Guides in uniform. The Service was 
conducted by the Rev. Chancellor Dowse, 
Rector of Monkstown Parish, assisted by the 
Rev, W. H. Coulter, M.A. 

The Archbishop said that he would address 
the younger members of the congregation. 
It would not, he said, be so hard for boys 
and girls to be keen about religion if they 
had the least notion of what the world would 


be like without it. What made people care- 
less was that they did not know what 
Christ s religion had saved them from. If 


they had reached manhood and womanhood 
amidst the conditions of heathen life and its 
atmosphere of hoplessness, and the vision 
of the Gosnel had suddenly come upon them 
they would feel a great sense of gratitude 
for what had made their whole lives light 
instead of dark, and they would be ready 
to do something for religion's sake. They 
would take care to prevent themselves sinking 
back into darkness. There was a great line 
of demarcation between what the heathen did 
quite naturally and what the Christian never 
thought of doing. 

Religion was not an easy thing. 
be no good to us if it were so.

The earlier 


part of their lives was lived in a kind of 


dream. In childhood everything had been 
done for them by other people. Their rdéle 
had been a passive one; things were carried 
through for them without their attending 
to them; in childhood they had been carried 
along with the tide. The purpose of all 
education in their upbringing had been to 
prepare and equip them for the time when 
their attitude would be changed for that of 
responsible self-control. 
to ask what was wrong with religion, it 
should not be forgotten to ask: 
anything wrong with ourselves?” 

The greatest danger to youth was super- 
ficiality.

should he old before its time, or that there 


should be old heads on young shoulders; but 
by the time it had come to 19 or 20 years 
of age it was not too soon to realise that 
life had got to be lived, and that they had 
got to live it. What would make the youth 
movement valuable was the realisation that 
they would have to face serious responsi 
bilities in a serious way. Religion was meant 
to teach them the value of life aright.

THE SERMON. 

Dr. Keane, in the course of his sermon, 
spoke of the progress of the Roman Catholic 
Church throughout the ages, and said that 
her history had been a chequered one. Her 
progress, far from being uninterrupted, had 
ever encountered the opposition of hostile 
forces. When the opposition had taken the 
form of expelling her from temples erected by 
the piety of her children, she, in order to 
continue her divine mission, had returned to 
places as unpretentious as those in which the 
divine mission began. She was accompanied 
by her children to join in the worship of 
God, as the earliest Christians did, in a 
private abode, in the cave, on the mountain 
side, or mm the recesses of the woods. This 
had happened in their own day in Mexico; 
it was witnessed in Ireland in the days in 
which the penal laws were enforced. The 
people who 200 years ago heard Mass in 
gurrets in the back lanes of Irish towns and 
cities were doing what the early Christians 
did in their upper chambers. They imitated 
these first Christians also when with a rock 
for an altar they worshipped under the 
canopy of heaven—under far different cir- 
comstances but in the same spirit as those 
who in such vast numbers assisted a few 
months ago at the Pontifical High Mass in 
the Phoenix Park. 

The music of the High Mass was sung by 
an augmented choir, under the direction of 
Miss Gertie Meagher. The solos were sung
